A few days ago, the phone 
rang in Bristol Borough police 
station. The anonymous caller 
said that he was the man who 
murdered lo-ycar-old Carol Ann 
Dougherty in St M ark’s Church 
last October. 
Then he hung up. 
With the aid of the Bell Tele­ 
phone Co., the police were able 
to trace the call to a man in 
Hamilton Township. 
Sgt. 
Michael Man to, Bristol 
Borough Police, Jam es Faillice, 
State Police, and County De­ 
tective Charles Shaw went to see 
him. He told them that it was 
all a “joke” — he had made 
the call for kicks. 
Told Tile Truth 
Subsequent investigation and 
a lie detector test showed he 
was telling the truth. Another 
lead in the 11-month old un­ 
solved crim e had ended in fail­ 
ure — although the caller has 
since been returned to a mental 
home from which he was re­ 
leased a few years ago. 
It was just one incident in 
the long police search for the 
man who raped and then stang- 
led the Landreth Manor school 
girl. 
There are over 710 pages of 


reports at Bristol police sta­ 
tion,

terviewed either as a witness 
or as a suspect. 
Thousands of Hours 
Police

A teletype message was re­

Challenged 


CAMDEN, N.J. (UPI) — 
An American Civil Liberties 
Union ACLU chapter Satur­ 
day challenged the consti­ 
tutional right of the federal 
government to pay chap­ 
lains to teach religion to 
servicemen and their de­ 
pendents. 


It cited the United States Su­ 
preme Court’s decision outlawing 
Bible reading and prayer recita­ 
tion in public schools in arguing 
that the practice was illegal. 


If public schools may not sanc­ 
tion prayers, ‘‘We do not know 
how the U.S. Army would have 
any more right to teach religion,” 
said Charles C. Thomas, a Cam ­ 
den lawyer who is chairm an of 
the South Jersey Committee of 
the New Jersey ACLU.

Tax Cut 


Bill Rocked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A ssailed 
by Republicans as “ morally and 
fiscally wrong” in proposing a tax 
cut while the government runs in 
the red, Democratic tax writers 
readied 
a 
counter-claim 
today 
that cutting taxes now is the best 
way to get back in the black. 


Republican members of t h e 
House Ways & Means Committee 
made public a surprise plea Fri­ 
day night for House rejection of 
an $11 billion tax cut approved by 
the committee on a 17 to 8 vote 
last Tuesday. 


Earlier the GOP members had 
indicated’ they would fight for an 
amendment 
tieing 
the 
second 
stage of the two-phase tax cut to 
specified curbs on 
government 
spending. The Democrats were 
taken off-guard by the minority 
report, signed by 9 of the com­ 
m ittee’s

Fake Unyielding Stand 


The minority group took an un­ 
equivocal stand against cutting 
taxes in the face of continued 
heavy red-ink spending by the 
Kennedy administration. 


The GOP report called the pro­ 
posed tax cut “a time bomb” of 
inflation, and said it would add 
at least $50 billion to the national 
debt in the next five years. 


The Democratic majority w a s 
to make public today its part of 
the committee’s customary report 
to the House, which will take up 
the bill Sept. 24. It was anticipat­ 
ed that the report would claim tax

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The I nited States, in an 
unprecedented move, will 
inspect the Antarctic bases 
of the Soviet Union and half 
dozen other nations to 
make sure they are of a 
peaceful nature. 


State Department officials here 
could recall no previous instance 
of U. S. inspection of a Russian 
installation. They declined to say 
whether any objections to the 
coming action had been received. 


Officials said the inspection was 
not the result of any suspicion 
that the Russians, or any other 
nation maintaining an Antarctic 
base, had violated a treaty pro­ 
vision calling only for peaceful 
operations in the south polar re­ 
gion sometimes known as “Little 
America.” 


The inspection will be carred 
out under term s of an Antarctic 
treaty signed by 12 nations, in­ 
cluding Russia and the United 
States, in 1959. The pact gives 
signatories the right to conduct 
such inspections if they see fit. 


The treaty, which stipulates that 
antarctica 
“shall 
be 
used 
for 
peaceful purposes only,” was one 
of the first involving the United 
States and Russia since the start 
of the cold war. It was the first 
international treaty providing for 
inspection, 
which 
is 
the 
key 
stumbling block in disarm ament 
negotiations. 


The State Department said in 
announcing the inspection that the 
action was “not based on any an­ 
ticipation 
that 
there 
has been 
treaty violations by an signatory 
power.” Officials said the princi­ 
pal purpose was to exercise the 
right of inspection in order to es­ 
tablish a precedent for such ac­ 
tion. 
Special teams will conduct the 
inspections during the Antarctic 
summer season, from November 
through March, the State Depart­ 
ment said. 
Ten nations maintain active sta­ 
tions in the Antarctic: The United 
States, Australia, Argentina, Bel­ 
gium, Chile, France, New Zea­ 
land, South Africa, Russia and 
Britain. Two other nations, Japan 
and Norway, have had stations 
but they are presently inactive. 
U. S. officials said the bases of 
“ six or seven countries” includ­ 
ing Russia would be inspected. 
The full list will be announced 
later. 
Officials here said the United 
States also would welcome Soviet 
inspection 
of 
U. 
S. Antartic 
bases.
